The battle has been a very lively, and 
orderly one.

They have been long preparing for it, or- 
ganizing their socictics and laying by a fund 
for the necessities of the fight. When they

Of all the callings, this of God’s ministry’ 
should make its members good and pure. 
And to see them failing in the right ts very 
sad, and at the same time deleterious in its 
bad effect on others in the desecration of the 
calling and the consequent lowering of its 
prestige, and in the letting down of the 
morality outside of the church. 

What is the cause of this deplorable sort of 
things perhaps cannot be easily found. He 
must be a very bad man that could deliberate- 
ly s.ek the ministry asa cloak for wrong 
doing. And the greater circumspection re- 
quired in ministers would make the necessa- 
ry hyp crisy to conceal bad proclivities a 
very hard matter, We take it for granted 
that men as a general thing seek the ministry 
with proper motives. The matter then takes 
this shape, that it is the state of public 
morals reacting on the calling that makes 
ministerlal immorality greater at one time 
than another. 

There must be wider sccial licence, less 
rigid accountability, and greater freedom of 
morals among congregations as bodies, to 
account for this. If this is true, then the 
remedy lies in the people. Congregations 
must look to it that they do nothing to in- 
courage evil in a,preacher. They must hold 
Lim under severe scrutiny and to stern ac- 
countability ; and they must see to it that 
the ministerial letting down is not the direct 
out-growth of their own deficiencies. 

The subject is a delicate, difficult and com- 
plicated one ; hard to diagnose correctly—still 
harder to correct successfully. 

We lay it down, however, as a fundamen- 
tal proposition that, while the minister is 
potent for good or evil, it is the mass of the 
congregation that'must be right at heart and 
in conduct. Bad pastors will then soon be 
discovered ani repudiated, and thug the 
ministry will be kept purged and up to the 
right standard.

: Cotton. 

We have herctofore written our cotton edi- 
torial on Wednesday, and given the figures 
of the previous week. We will from this 
time write them on Saturday and give facts 
and figures for the week past. The receipts 
at all ports this week are 12,000 bales; 27, 
000 less than last year, and 17,000 less than 
two years since. It is likely the receipts for 
next week at the ports will be 10,000 bales, 
compared with 35,000 bales last year, and 
22,000 the year before. And receipts at in- 
terior towns 3,000 bales, compared with 5,000 
bales last year, and 4,000 the year before. 

The average of the thermometer for the 
past week has been eighty-one degrees at 
noon, and one day was eighty-eight degrees 
at noon; four clear days, and the rest of the 
week cloudy and showery ; during the time 
& heavy rain, which wet the earth well. If 
this weather should continue a few weeks, 
we shail hear loud complaint of grass in the 
tields, and lice on the cotton. The continued 
complaints of poor seed and bad stands has 
had the expected effect, and spinners, both 
in Europe and this country, have been scared 
into buying largely; and as speculators arc 
always waiting for what they believe to be a 
good time to make moncy, it is likely they 
will again take hold of cotton for a few 
months; and if they should, we may see the 
price run up very high before September. 
At any rate we think the risk to scll cotton 
short for the next four months is very great. 

There is not enough American cotton on 
hand to supply the demand at present prices; 
and were it generally believed that the grow- 
ing crops would not be over three million 
bales, the price of middling cotton would be 
thirty cents per pound before the first day of 


August.

Immigration.

The doctors want more 
patients, the lawyers more clients, the press 
more subscribers and advertisers, the me- 
chanics more work, the merchants more cus- 
tomers. 

Cut off the additions of wealth and people 
made in the last few years from our communi- 
ty by immigration, and see what a gap would 
be made, what a terrible retrogadation in 


growth and progress. Add in the next few 
years the same installment of new labor, 
wealth and population, and see what a leap 
we shall make in prosperity and influence. 
The other day we saw a statement that 
ten thuusand immigrants had landed in New 
York that week, the largest weekly install- 
ment ever received. The South gets few of 
them. They go to the great West. What 
is the result? The West is growing magi- 
cally. Already she is leading in political 
and commercial influence. Immigration is 
doing it. 

We shall recur to this subject again.

THE ADJOURNMENT OF CONGRESS. 
In a little game of finesse between the 
Senate and the House the latter came off 
victorious. Some months , when it was 
considered the interests of Grant demanded 
an early adjournment of Congress, his ad- 
herents, in the Senate, passed a resolution 
appointing May 29 as the day for final ad- 
journment of Congress. This resolution the 
House held under advisement, and a few days 
ago it passed and sent over to the Senate a 
resolution of its own providing for an ad 
ment on the 3d of June. This left 
t in a tion to effect an adiourn- 
ment on the 29th of May a simply 
adopting the Senate resolution. Now, Grant 
does not want Congress to leave until it ex- 
tends the o on of the Ku-Klux Dill, 
which, in default of further legislation, will 
expire the day this Congress adjourns.

THE TREATY CORRESPONDENCES.

Senators say this 
offense is much more serious than the publi- 
cation of the treaty itself, for which the Trib- 
une correspondent suffered temporary impris- 
onment at the capitol, That was a complete 
document, while the correspondence is still

leader, Thrusten Polk, while the Whigs and 
Know Nothings nominated Ewing. In St. 
Louis the Benton men nominated Frank P 
Blair for Congress. The Whigs and Know 
Nothings nominated the then incumbent, 
Luther K. Kennett. The anti-Benton 
men nominated Thomas C. Reynolds. 
All of them were ‘fighting men,’ and 
gentlemen of the highest character. 
The nominations were made in May; the 
election was to be held in August. The can- 
vass was conducted by all parties wiih the 
utmost spirit and with great biiterness, the 


So, | expression of which was, however, generally 


kept within the bounds of gentlemanly pro- 
propriety ; for in those days a candidate for 
these high offices in Missouri never forgot, 
nor let others forget, that he was a gentle- 
man. 

The Congressional District was thoroughly 
canvassed by Blair. and Reynolds, who dis- 
cussed the issue of the canvass in presence 
of the people, as was then the good custom. 
Each was aided by his friends, of whom 
Blair had a powerful one in the editor of the 
Democrat. 

One day an article appeared in that paper 
containing what Reynolds conceived to be an 
offensive. allusion, to. himself. He replied 
through the Leader in a brief but bitter note. 
A challenge was sent and accepted. 

Brown’s seconds were two well known 
gentlemen, since dead—Col. Mitchell and Mr., 
Walker. These advised with Colonel Ben- 
ton, Frank P. Blair, and other leading men 
of their party, for it was a public and party, 
matter. 

Reynolds’ se onds were Col. Ferdinand’ 
Kennett and Captain Hudson, both of whom 
have since died,. Their advisers were Col. 
David H. Armstrong, the present Chairman 
of the Democratic State Committce, and 
author of the Passive or Missouri Policy, and 
Col. Linn, then Coilector of the Port. . 

The terms were agreed upon, and the par- 
ties went with their friends to an island in 
the Mississippi, forty miles below St. Louis.

Reynolds hada wife as brave as himself. 
Kennett and Mitchell, old and devoted friends, 
though then acting for mortal adversaries, 
tossed a ha.f dollar for choice of position. 
Kennett won. They then tossed for the 
word; again Kennett won, and Reynolds 
seemed to be in luck. 

We now quote from a recent account of 
the affair: 

The choice of position was not of much 
advintage, however, a# ths sun was too low 
to affect either. The word remained with 
Kennett, and he was to call out, “Fire—One— 
Two—Three—Stop.” The principals were 
not to lower their pistols before the word 
fire, and not to shoot after the word stop. 

“Kennett and Mitchell measured the 
vround carefully. Each turned a ter he had 
finished and threw a keen glance aloug th¢ 
tawney track, and then looked one into the 
eyes of the otlier, T ey lid not speak audi- 
bly, yet both said ww eheir hearts—‘It is 
close.’ ” 

“And it was. Too close for two such 
men, who had only between them the un- 
pleasant memories of a political quarrel. 

“They were placed face to fsce— Bown. 
looked straight at his adversary a pleasant 
half smile on his lip. Not a muscle quiver- 
ed. He stood as if carved from the sand, 
immovable and yet full of bountiful life, 
Reynolds’ attitude was none the less superb. 
The Kentuckian and the Virginian were to 
fight as their ancesters had fought before 
them for a hundred years. They recognized 
the code, and it was well. By the code they
